G R A N T ' S PASS, Oregon, July 
2 — T h e 
Southern Pacific overland train, north 
bound, was stopped last night at 10:15 
p m. by three highwaymen near Rid- 
dles, about thirty miles south of Rose- 
bur^; and thoroughly robbed. 
Sticks 
of dynamite were placed on the rails, 
which disabled the engine by blowing 
the flanges off the pony trucks and 
brought the train lo a stop. 


Taking the fireman, two of the high- 
waymen prQcetded to go through the 
train and every car, from the express 
uar to the rear Pullman, was searched. 
Nothing was obtained from the express 
car, for there was no treasure on board. 
In the mail car better success was met 
and the Portland, Tacoma, Seattle and 
Victoria registered sacks were rifled. 
Tha passengers were also 
searched 
pretty thoroughly, but just what suc- 
cess was met with is not known. 


One highwayman took a hasty shot 
at Conductor Kearne}^ who was in 
charge of the train, but no damege re- 
sulted. 


A description of the men. or rather 
one of them in particular, is given as, 
height, five feet eleven inches, light 
complexion, light mustache, projecting 
upper jaw, very heavy pointed chin, 
two upper front teeth projecting and 
high cheek bones. He wore about a 
No. 8 shoe with tacks in the bottoms. 
He had on blue overalls. The descrip- 
tion of others is that of a man about 
five feet eight inches in height, but as 
he ¿ept in the back ground a definite 
description could not be had. 


Superintendent Fields, of the South- 
ern Pacific, lost no time. 
In an hour 
after learning of the hold-up he had 
two parties on the way to the scene of 
the robbery. 
A posse of officers was 
hastily 
made up in Roseburg and 
starred at once and another of rough- 
and-ready mountaineers started from 
here. Every effort will be made to 
capture the robbers. 


The men of the party starting from 
here are thoroughly familiar with every 
foot of the ground in the neighborhood 
of the robbery and pretty good hopes 
are entertained of capturing the rob- 
bers. The train was delayed several 
hours, having been compelled to turn 
the engine around and go into Rose- 
burg backwards. 


During the time the train was held, 
which was an hour and forty five min- 
utes, the robbers outside kept firing 
sticks of dynamite to intimidate the 
passengers. Aft^r the chief robber had 
secured his booty he ordered the engi- 
neer to proceed north. 
He then shot 
out the headlight, and firing five addi- 
tional shots as a signal to his compan- 
ions, disappeared in the darkness. 
F. 
Plotner, a Western Union lineman, 
who was on the train, had $50 or $60 in 
his pocket, but he talked the robber 
out of searching him. He describes the 
robber who went through the 
car 
a? a slender man about six feet tall. 
He wore a white silk handkerchief as a 
mask, blue overalls and a jumper. 
He 
had a large bag slung over his shoul- 
der and carried a common grain sack 
in his hand. 
His hands were rough 
and cracked. He had a deep, coarse 
voice, which could easily be recognized 
if heard again. 
It was too dark to see 
the other robbers. The engine was so 
badly disabled that it took three hours 
to reach Riddles, four miles distant.

The addrtiBs oc v/eicome, 
by Mr. Coverdale, was a happy effort 
aud made the visitors feel at home. 
He said that the Tribe of Ben Hur, 
^Ithough one of the youngest of the 
fraternal and beneficiary organizations, 
was rapidly becoming one ot the lead- 
ing. It was only a few years ago, he 
continued, when the old line insurance 
companies had a monopoly on the busi- 
ness of providing a fund for a man's 
family after his death, but now such 
organizations as the A. O. U, W., the 
National Union, the Maccabees and 
similar societies had come tc the front 
and by their fraternal and lower as- 
sessment features enabled many to 
carry an insurance who had never been 
able to do it before.

About 2:30 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon Henry Rou&h, a wealthy Ashland 
county, Ohio, f.<irmer, was found in a 
room over Gilbert's saloon, on Calhoun 
street, suffering with morphine poison, 
taken with suicidal intent. Roueh came 
here about two weeks ago and rented a 
room. 
He iuinued his own business 
and said little to those whom lie met. 


Yesterday, about noon, he bought a

over the saloon and vsrote the following 
note, which he left on a table: 


"My wil'e is at Findlay, my son at 
Columbia City. Mrs. Del Crouse is to 
blame for my death. 
Have me sent to 
the Fairvicw cemetery, Wayne county, 
0 , for burial." 


He then took the entire dose of 
poison and laid down on the bed to die. 


About 2:30 o'clock sounds of groan- 
ing called roomers iu tho building to 
Roush's room and Dr. Neischang was 
immediately sent for. With a stomach 
pump and other appliances he succeed- 
ed in saving the man's life, but it was 
not until a late hour that he was out of 
danger. 


When able to talk he said that his 
wi'"e had a sister living at Findlay, who, 
he claimed, induced his wife to leave 
him. Their life had been a happy one, 
as Mr. Roush had a large farm and was 
worth about $10,000. 
Mrs. Roush had 
left her husband on two different occa- 
sions, the first being over a year ago. 
She left again on the 9th of last May. 
Although solicited several times to re- 
turn to her husband, she refused. The 
oldest son of the couple had in the 
meantime been married and removed 
to a farm near Columbia City, where be 
at present resides. About a week ago 
ttie young man went to Findlay for the 
purpose of inducing his mother to re- 
turn home, the father awaiting the 
result of his mission here. 
The son 
returned yesterday morning and told 
his father that he had been unsuccess- 
ful, as the woman refused ever again 
to return home. 
This news decided 
the man's intentions, and after the son 
left he immediately purchased 
the 
deadly drug and made the attempt on 
his life as stated.

liibrarles. Public and Private. 


The growth of the public library re 
cently establiahed in this city through 
the noble efforts of the Woman's Club 
league, the list of additional books 
placed upon its shelves being pub 
lished from time to time in THE SKNTI 
NKL, is a matter of which we as a city 
ought to be proud, and the time is not 
far distant when Fort Wayne will not 
only have as fine a public library as any 
city of its size in the nation, but also a 
library building of its own which will 
be a credit and an honor to the city, 
and for this we will return thanks to 
the ladies of the city who have been so 
enthusiastic and persistent in the se- 
curing of this public blessing. 


One of the distinguishing features of 
this present time is the attention given 
and the large amount of money de- 
voted *o the establishment of public 
libraries. 
The multiplication of li- 
braries has become almost a craze. 
The time is probably not distant when 
every town and every neighborhood 
will have its own free circulating li- 
brary, while public libraries, properly 
so-called—large classified collections of 
books of permanent value—are growing 
more numerotiB and more important 
every year. 


The opinion has been expressed that 
with the growth of public libraries, pri- 
vate libraries are declining, and that 
the excellent habit of collecting books 
in one's home is passing out of use. 
In some aspects, no doubt this is true. 
Apeess to a public library relieves a 
person from the necessity of buying a( 
great many ephemeral books that are 
only to be read once, as well ,«8 more 
costly works that are only occasionally 
to be consulted. 
Formerly any man 
who wished to pursue seriously a spe- 
cial study was compelled to collect the 
books relating to his chosen subject, 
whereas now, if he has access to a well 
clisaified library, he can easily consult 
them all, and many more than he 
could have acquired for himself. 


Indeed books multiply so rapidly 
now that the collection of a gener^ 
private library is almost impossible. 
A 
public library properly takes and pre- 
serves everything, whereas there is a 
small per centage of each year's pub 
lications that it is worth while for any 
private collector to possess, except in 
Following out some special line. 
The 
public libraries, in short, are the great 
storehouses for the unlimited mass of 
printed matter constantly issuing Irom 
the press, and to this extent they have 
supplanted, at least in the cities, the

miscellaneous collections that formerly 
encumbered so many dwellings. 


But while this is true with regard 
both to books for special study and 
books for passing diversion, it does not 
in any way diminish either the useful 
neFs or the pleasure of the ownership 
of books. 
No one who lakes a real de 
light in reading can be satieSed to de- 
pend upon the uncertain hospitality of 
the public library- 
His books are his 
friends; his close companions. 
He 
likes to have them by him at all times 
so that he can put his hand upon the 
book he wants at the moment that he 
wants it. 
All books that are really 
books, that are read as literature, are 
books to be owned, not borrowed 


The home that is destitute of their 
comradeship is no home at all, and we 
cannot imagine that any possible multi 
plication of lending libraries is going to 
interfere with the inherent desire of 
every person who knows how to read 
to have his books close to him. 
To de- 
pend upon a library for all one's read 
ihg, is as bad as depending on a restau 
rant for all one's meals. 


Pernlcionsi Publications. 


Among the acts of the last legislature 
which are now laws, is one prohibiting 
the publication or sale of pernicious lit 
erature, and providing for the punish 
ment of the violators of the law. 
The 
law is as follows: 


That it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to sell or offer for sale, or to print 
or publish, or to bring into this state 
for the purpose of selling, giving away 
or otherwise disposing of, or to circu 
late in any way, any paper, book or 
periodical, the chief feature or charac- 
teristic of which is the record of the 
commission of crime, or to display by 
cut or illustration, crimes committed, 
or the acts or pictures of criminals, des- 
peradoes, or of men or women in unbe- 
coming positions or improper dress. 
Any person guilty of violation of this 
act shall be fined not less than $20 and 
not more than $200. 


The act was intended to reach the 
publishers of several weekly publica 
tions, some printed in the state, others 
out of it, which deal principally in the 
printing of scandalous and licentious 
stories and which lay before their read- 
ers matters in reference to citizens in 
the towns and cities where their cor- 
respondents are located which ought to 
have no place in the columns of any 
paper because of its demoralizing in- 
fluence on society. 
Liberi y of the press 
is all right, but these papers abuse it 
and bring it into disrepute by invading 
the home, and without any regard to 
truth, printing matters which should 
concern no persons 
but the 
ones 
directly interested, and they seem to 
seek to make their articles as licentious 
as possible, a premium apparently being 
placed upon adulterous actions and 
prostitution. 


The feature about this classof papers 
is their utter 
irresponsibility. 
The 
name of 
the correspondent is not 
known, the place of publication of the 
paper and the proprietors are also 
unknown and the party libelled has 
absolutely no redress whatever, as he 
would have should one of the local 
papers of the city say the same thing 
about htm. 
He has no means of call- 
ing them to account for their false 
utterances and must, as a consequence, 
allow the publications to go uncontra 
dieted and suffer whatever of injury 
their circulation may have caused. 


Fort Wayne during the last year or 
two has been siSicted with this class of 
out-of-town papers and lately two or 
three other publications of the same 
kind have made their 
appearance 
They are not read. THE SENTINEL is glad 
to say, by the better class of our citi- 
zens, who refuse them an entrance to 
their homes because of their corrupting 
influences. 
They find readers, how- 
ever, among the low and vicious classes 
and people with depraved tastes, and 
if the new law will suppress them it 
will have accomplished a good thing. 
In several places in the state the 
authorities have been making a fight 
against these objectionable publications 
and if the new law will aid them in 
their warfare the public will be heartily 
glad of it, for the papers ought to have 
no place in journalism. 
They are not 
needed and they are an injury to any 
community^

dom Caucasian In color. Not long ago 
a college woman went down to Thiers 
to teach school for the winter. 
The 
promise of eighty pupils was a tempta- 
tion, but on reaching the colony of soot- 
begrimed and smoke-stained smithies 
she found that the position paid .$5 
month and the teacher was expected 
to furnish the fuel for the winter.— 
New York Commercial Advertiser.

A wife, a father and mother 
and several brothers and sisters 
sur- 
vive the deceased. 
Mrs. Brown came 
here when her son was first taken ill 
and has been a constant attendant at 
his'bedside since. 
Mr. Brown arrived 
on No. 9 last evening and was also 
present at the death 
of 
his 
son. 
The remains will be taken to Altoona, 
Pa., for interment, leaving this city on 
No. 20 at 12:50 tomorrow afternoon. 
There will be some funeral services 
here, at which the friends and office 
comrades of the deceased will attend, 
but at this hour complete arrangements 
have not been made. 


Thomas C. Smith, whose death 
oc- 
curred at 4 o'clock this morning, was 
for twenty-nme years employed in the 
paint department of the Pennsylvania 
ehops in this city. 
He was fifty-seven 
years old and leaves a wife and one 
son, Frederick.

The growth of the public libraij re 


cently established in this city through 
the noble eflorts of the Woman s Club 
league, the list of additional tooks 
placed upon its shelves being pub 
lished from time to time in THE Stsn 
.ti IB » matter of which we as a city 
ought to be proud and the time is not 
far distant when Fort Wayne will not 
only have as fine a public library as any 
city of its sus in the nation but also a 
library ouildiDg of its own which mil 
be a credit and an honor to the cit>, 
and for this we will return thanks to 
tne ladies of the city who have been so 
enthusiastic and persistent m the se- 
curing of this public blessing 


One of the distinguishing features of 


this present time is the attention given 
and the large amount of money de- 
voted to the establishment of public 
libraries 
The multiplication of U 


braries has become almost a craze 
The time is probably not distant when 
every town and every neighborhood 
will have its own free circulating h 
brary, while public libraries, properly 
so called—large classified collections of 
books of permanent value—are growing 
more numerous and more important 
every year 


The opinion has been expressed that 


with the growth of public libraries, pn 
vate libraries are declining, and that 
the excellent habit of collecting books 
m one s home is passing out of use 
In some aspects, no doubt this la true 
Access to a public library rel^ea a 
person from the necessity of buying a, 
great many ephemeral books that are 
only to be read once, as well as more 
costly works that are only occasionally 
to be consulted 
Formerly any man 


who wished to pursue seriously & spe- 
cial atudy was compelled to collect the 
books relating to his chosen subject, 
whereas now, if he has access to a well 
clrssified library he can easily consult 
them all, and many more than he 
could have acquired for himself 


Indeed books multiply so rapidly 


now that the collection of a general 
private library IB almost impossible 
A 


public library properly takes and pre- 
serves everything, whereas there la a 
small per centage of each year's pub 
lications that it is worth while for any 
private collector to possess, except in 
following out some special line 
The 


public libraries, m short, are the great 
storehouses for the unlimited mass of 
printed matter constantly issuing irom 
the press, and to thia extent they have 
supplanted at least in the cities the

Among the acts of the last legislature 


which are now laws, is one prohibiting 
the publication or sale of pernicious lit 
erature and providing for the punish 
ment of the violators of the law 
The 


law is aa follows 


That it shall be unlawful for any per 


son to sell or offer for sale, or to print 
or publish or to bring into this state 
for the purpose of selling giving away 
or otherwise disposing of, or to circu 
late in any way any paper 
book or 


periodical the chief feature or charac 
tenstic of which is the record of the 
commission of crime, or to display by 
cut or illustration crimes committed 
or the acts or pictures of criminals des 
peradoes or of men or women in unbe 
coming positions or improper dress 
Any person guilty of violation of thin 
act shall be fined not less than $20 and 
not more than $200 


The act was intended to reach the 


publishers of several weekly publica 
tions some printed m the state others 
out of it, which deal principally m the 
irmting of scandalous and licentious 
stones and which lay before their read 
ers matters m reference to citizens in 
;he towns and cities where their cor 
respondents are located which ought to 
lave no place in the columns of any 
paper because of its demoralizing in 
luence on society 
Libert y of the press 


is all right, but these papers abuse it 
and bring it into disrepute by invading 
the home, and without any regard to 
;ruth printing matters which should 
concern no persons 
but the ones 


directly interested, and they seem to 
eek to make their articles BB licentious 
aa possible, a premium apparently being 
placed upon adulterous actions and 
prostitution 


The feature about this olassof papers 


IB their utter irresponsibility 
The 


name of the correspondent is not 
known, the place of publication of the 
paper and the proprietors are also 
unknown and the party libelled has 
absolutely no redress whatever, as he 
would have should one of the local 
papers of the city say the same thing 
about him 
He has no means of call- 


ing them to account for their false 
utterances and must, as a consequence 
allow the publications to go uncontra 
dieted and suffer whatever of injury 
their circulation may have caused 


Fort Wayne during the last year or 


two has been afflicted with this class of 
out-of town papers and lately two or 
three other publications of the same 
kind have made their 
appearance 


They are not read, THE SENTIVBL is glad 
to say by the batter class of our citi
